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A perusal of Lee county di- 


vorce records shows that bat- 
tling husbands and wives have 
preferences in their com- 
plaints for divorce as they ap- 
parently do in how each other 
should conduct himself or 
herself in nuptial bonds. 


In Illinois there are approxi- 


mately eigh't separate grounds 
lor divorce. 
. 
* 


An irate husband or wife can 


sever marriage 
bonds on 
the 


grounds of adultery, cruelty, deser- 
tion, alcoholism, felony, impotency, 
violence, or a loathsome disease. 
* * * 


However, divorce records in 


Lee county during the last few 
months 
indicate that 
county 


couples favor certain grounds 
over others. 
THE MOST frequent cause for 


cutting the knot during the current 
era of world tension seems to be 
extreme 
and 
repeated 
cruelty 


coupled with'violence. 


In Illinois, the law does not 


permit divorce, on cruelty alone. 
It must be »repeated cruelty. 
And, 
in the majority of cases, 


plaintiffs seeking to rid them- 
selves of a mate charge extreme 
and repeated cruelty. 
* 


OFTEN IMPLICATED in such a 


charge is an added embellishment. 
Alcoholism is frequently noted as 
playing a 'character" part—a sup- 
porting complaint to the charges 
of extreme and repeated cruelty. 


Another ground for divorce, de- 


sertion, is sometimes noted in 
Lee county divorce complaints, 
but not so often as cruelty and 
alcoholism. 


AND, 
IN THE majority of local 


divorces, the wife usually assumes 
the role of the plaintiff. The hus 
band takes on that of the defend 
ant. 
* * * 


Although the grounds of felony, 


Impotency and loathsome disease 
have seldom occurred, If at all, 
in recent divorce action, they 
are not unknown to Lee county. 
AS AN example, approximately 


a year ago, a wife managed to get 
a divorce from her husband on the 
grounds of impotency. 


' And, paradoxically, s h o r t l y 
after the divorce, that same man 
was hauled Into court on the 
charge of being the father of an 
Illegitimate child. 
BUT FOB the most part, such 


grounds take a back seat to the 
favorite, extreme and repeated 
cruelty, alone, or with accessory 
causes. 


It is obvious then why the male 


sex is more often the defendant 
in Lee county divorce action. It 
would take a good sized woman 
to commit extreme and repeated 
cruelty. However, a recent di- 
vorce indicates that the "little 
lady" can handle herself—the 
husband, as plaintiff, 
charged 


cruelty. 
* * • 


WE COME to the most important 


question, "Why?" 


Why are husbands resorting to 


cruelty? Flippant answers allud- 
ing to the fiction that "she had it 
coming," or "she drove him to 
it," are far from adequate. 
THE CONJECTURE has risen 


that wives even "egg" their hus- 
bands into smacking them in order 
to have hubby arrested on 'the 
charge of assault and battery, 
thereby substantiating charges in 
a divorce complaint of extreme 
and repeated cruelty. 


This is possible, but not prob- 


able. The average woman is not 
so calculatlngly cold-hearted and 
sinister. Such probably could 
happen only as a last resort. 
IN A MAN who has belted his 


wife around a£ a matter of habit, 
there is believed tp be a deep 
psychological disturbance underly- 
ing his actions. 


If, on the other hand, a man 


resorts to reason, to understand- 
ing, even in the face of extreme 
situations relating to his wife, 
he is, normally, a person of far 
greater emotional stability. 


* * .» 


THAT CONCLUSION, although 


taken from psychological sources, 
is far older than the study of psy- 
chology . . . most religious doc- 
trines have indicated it for cen- 
turies.

rabies is usually transmitted when 
the victim is bitten by a rabid 
animal. In this area, recognized 
as a potential danger zone for ra- 
bies because of the large wild fox 
population, dogs 
which 
contract, 


rabies, have.usually been in con- 
tact with rabid foxes, squirrels, or 
other wild animals which

SEOUL—(IP)—Allied warplanes, 300-strong, smashed a 


vital Communist railroad network on the doorstep to Red 
Manchuria today after 17 B-29 Superforts bombed the area 
Friday night. 


The Fifth Air Force said pilots 


reported flames and smoke billow- 
ing over the target could be seen 
for more than 30 miles. 


Waves of fighter-bombers from 


four wings and one U. S. Marine 
air group battered the network just 
north of Sinanju in far northwest 
Korea, the targets including nine 
key railroad and highway bridges 
spanning the Chongchon and Taer- 
yong Rivers. 


The Air Force said the massive 


raid started early Saturday after- 
noon, with the first wave of fighter- 
bombers sweeping in low and hit- 
ting anti-aircraft emplacements. 


Taking part in the raid were F-84 


Thunderjets, F-80 Shooting Stars, 
propeller-driven Mustangs and Cor- 
sairs. 


They were shielded by swept- 


wing U. S. Sabre Jets, patrolling 
along MIG Alley farther north, .but 
no MIGs rose to challenge the raid- 
ers. 


B-29s unloaded 17-tons of. bombs 


on four targets in a 10-mile 'area 
outside Sinanju Friday night. They 
hit anti-aircraft 'guns, a rail bridge 
and rail yard at Yongmi and an- 
other rail yard at Maejung. 


There still was no official report

Violent Storms Hit Much 
Of Nation, Spare Midwest

A rash of destructive storms struck wide areas in the East, South 


and Pacific Northwest Friday, causing at least 39 deaths. 


Icy gales ripped the northeastern states. Heaviest snow falls or the 


winter, measuring more than two feet in some sections, hit New Eng- 
land. Ice and rain storms battered other northeastern areas. 


There appeared little immediate 


relief from the .worst weather of 
the season for the northeastern 
section of the country. More wind 
and rain storms were in prospect 
for the far Northwest as Friday's 
blustery weather moderated. 


Itains Sweep Sections 


Torrential rains swept across the 


South and the far Northwest. Rain- 
fall in some sections of Florida 
was more than four inches. 


Violent rainstorms and tornadic 


winds in the Florida Gulf Coast 
caused an estimated $250,000 dam- 
age in property and injured a 
dozen persons. Four homes were 
destroyed and 20 others damaged. 


The early January storms crip- 


pled afl types of transportation- 
auto, plane, ship and railroad. 
Power lines were 
isolating 
m a n y 


knocked out, 
communities. 


Schools were closed Friday in sev- 
eral sections of the storm-swept 
regions. 


Deaths Attributed to the storms 


included .15 in New England, three 


in the New York area and one in 
Oregon. 


Oeorgia in Center 


The storm center which brought 


the blustery weather to the East 
J»nd South was over Northern Geor- 
gia Friday night, causing heavy 
rain over much of the Southeast 
and northward along the Atlantic 
Seaboard to Southern New Eng- 
land. Snow fell in Central New 
England and Northern New York 
stale. Wind-driven rain pelted New 
York City and freezing rain hit 
many cities. 


Heaviest hit by Friday's twisters 


in Florida were in the rural areas 
near Plant City, on the Gulf Coast, 
and the coastal resort City of Sara- 
sola. The storm, with hurricane or 
near hurricane force winds, thun- 
der and lightning, moved inland 
from the. Gulf of Mexico and swept 
actoss the state to Miami.

Spring, With Cold Frame

. About this time winter begins to 
be tiresome, doesn't it? Here is a 
way to relieve its tedium, and 
make the days until spring seem 
fewer: Build a cold frame. 


While a cold frame can be used 


the year around, it is difficult to 
find time to build one during the 
active garden season. But now 
there is plenty of time, and little 
to occupy it; and all you need are 
a few elementary tools and space 
in a warm garage or basement to 
swing your arms, and handle lum- 
ber. 
"

Cold frames are usually made 


3x6 feet or some multiple of this, 
to fit the standard glazed sash. 
But there are so many glass substi- 
tutes available' now, that you can 
change the size to fit the most con- 
venient location available for it in 
the garden. 
'This should be entirely free from 
shade especially to the south, so 
that the sun may shine directly on 
the frame. The frame should be 
constructed of 1-inch boards, of 
cypress, white pine or some wood 
which resists rot. First, dig a hole 
in the ground slightly larger than 
the size of the frame. It should be 
at least a^foot deep. Into this hole 
put the frame you have built so 
that.6 inches "of it is beneath the 
surface and the remainder above. 
This will .insure that no drafts 
enter from beneath. Construct the 
frame so that the front is 4 inches 
above the surface, and the rear, 9 
inches. It must slant toward the 
south, where the winter sun shines. 
It is well to hinge the sash at the 
top of the frame, so it can be 
easily opened for transplanting 
purposes and airing. 


A sunny spot in the garden, pro-

Compact House L-Shaped 


A rectangular house is generally 


less expensive to build, but an ir- 
regularly shaped dwelling is often 
considered more attractive.

The inain body of the house is

The house has a basement, and 


a stairway leads* up to second 
floor space. First floor area of the 
house is 860 square feet, a figure 
useful in estimating building cost.

The decision on the type of heat-

Yet that much moisture 
can be added to one home in a day. 
The owners simply aren't per- 
.urbed because they can't see it. 


Actually, you seldom have any 


clues to indicate the presence of 
moisture—unless steam fogs a win- 
dow, or paint begins to peel on an 
.nterior or exterior wall. The great 
problem with this destructive hu- 
midity is not that it harms the in- 
terior furnishings of your home, 
but that it rots and rusts the home 
itself. 


Cooking, 
washing 
or 
drying 


clothes and heating, particularly 
by gas appliances, generates hu- 
midity. So do shower baths and 
dishwashing. This moisture may 
freeze in the insulation in the attic, 
melt when warm weather comes 
and damage plaster as a roof leak 
does. Or it may be forcing its way 
through the siding of the house to 
cause paint to blister and peel. 


This force is called "vapor pres- 


sure." It can quite easily force 
moisture through wood, plaster, 
brick or cement. This pressure 
tries to find its way to an area of 
lesser pressure, to drier air out 
side the house. 


So the solution isn't hard to find. 


You have only to cooperate, to pro- 
vide adequate ventilation, and the 
moisture will make a graceful exit 
without causing harm. If you don't 
do this, its exit will be much less 
graceful. 


You should use kitchen or bath- 


room exhaust fans, or at least open 
windows when cooking or bathing. 
Vent all gas burners to the out- 
side. Open louvers in attic, base- 
ment or crawl space. Open fire- 
place damper for easier escape of 
moisture. 


You'll be glad you did.

Registers and panels are your 


choice with warm air, systems, and 
steam systems, a wider choice is 
offered between baseboard units, 
radiators or convectors. Radiators, 
although newly designed into slim- 
mer models, still somehow speak 
of another, older era. Baseboard 
units are the newest but, to many, 
are -still too new. Of the three,' 
convectors seem to offer the best 
blend of proven heating perform- 
ance with modern design for new 
homes. Convectors can be recessed 
in walls beneath the windows for 
greater space-saving 
and better 


decorative ^ effect. If this popular 
form of installation is desired, the 
decision should be made before 
construction starts in order to ef- 
fect greater economy. 


Before actual work is started on 


the new house, consider the heat- 
ing plant in its relation to total 
tiouse construction.' Important 'sav- 
ings usually are the result of clpse 
cooperation between the heating 
contractor and. the general con- 
tractor._ In .dealing, with, the heat- 
ing contractor, remember to ask 
him to supply engineered layouts, 
service agreements and 'guarantees 
on, equipment. Where plumbing or 
electrical connections are neces- 
sary, the heating contractor also 
should.supply a statement describ- 
ing how much of this work is: in- 
cluded in his estimate.

the excess profits tax expire next June. And some of them 
hope that individual income tax rates and some excise taxes 
may be cut at the same time, thus giving customers more 
dollars to spend at the store. 


But how to cut taxes and balance the budget is'a prob-

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—When British 'Movie Actor 


Charlie Chaplin tries to come back to the United States, 
he will have to satisfy the new U. S. immigration pro- 
cedures under the McCarran-Walter bill which went into 
effect Dec. 24. 


His first test will be before the U. S. consul in what- 


ever city Chaplin chooses to make formal application for 
re-entry to the U. S. If Chaplin is ruled admissible there, 
his next test will come at whatever U. S. port he chooses 
to land. Instead of having to appear before.a three-man 
Special Board of Inquiry, as under the old law, he will 
appear before a single special inquiry officer who has 
the power to admit or reject immigrants. 


Chaplin may choose to make application for U. S. 


entry under the section of the law which sets aside one 
half of each country's quota for immigrants of special 
skills who can contribute to the social* or cultural needs 
of the U. S. Petitions must be filed by others now in 
the U. S. for admission of these preferred immigrants. 


But Chaplin's company or other movie producers 


could claim that he possesses special talents needed in 
this country, and that there is a job awaiting him. 


If, however, the U. S. Immigration- Service Special 


Inquiry officer should reject the Chaplin application, he 
could appeal to the five-member Board of Immigration 
Appeals, to be set up in the office of the U. S. attorney 
general. 
' 


If this board of appeals should rule against his ad- 


mission, Chaplin's only recourse would be to have his 
attorneys start habeas corpus proceedings. This would 
enable him to ask the courts to override the previous 
findings on exclusion. 


Ordinarily the courts do not override the findings of 


government officials on points of fact, unless the judges 
believe there was capricious or prejudicial action. 


The grounds on which an Immigrant may -be ex- 


cluded from the U. S. include criminal or subversive 
activities, use or traffic in narcotics or the intent to per- 
form immoral sexual acts.

TI DOCTOR SAYS: 


Average Diet Has Sufficient 
Vitamins for Needs of Body 


Vitamins have been recognized 


for about 50 years. They may be 
considered as substances of vary- 
ing chemical nature and differing 
actions on UIP body which are re- 
quired in the diet in addition to 
minerals, fats, p r o t e i n s and 
starches. 


There are, as most people are 


aware, a good many different 
kinds of vitamins, but for some 
reason or other it is not so com- 
monly realized'that most vitamins 
are present in the average diet in 
sufficient amounts for the needs of 
the body. 


There are exceptions to this, it 


is true, and complete absence of 
certain vitamins in the diet will 
produce definite deficiency 
dis- 


eases with such names as beriberi, 
pellagra, rickets and scurvy. 


It is also true that there are less 


definite illnesses which are caused 
by insufficient quantities of one 
vitamin or of several, and which 
interfere with health in a less 
clear-cut way than diseases such 
as those mentioned. 


Millions of words have been 


writlen about the vitamins, and 
indeed the growth of knowledge 
about these "accessory food fac- 
tors" and the part which they play 
in various functions of the body is 
one of the most remarkable devel- 
opments of the past half-century. 


The d i s c u s s i o n of vitamins 


started out by a lettering system, 
so that the vitamin which prevent- 
ed a certain kind of inflammation 
of the eye was called vitamin A, 
the 
substance 
which 
prevented 


beriberi was called vitamin B, and 
that which prevented or c u r e d 
scurvy was called vitamin C. As 
time went on other vitamin defi- 
ciency diseases were recognized, 
and vitamins D, E, G, K, M and 
P were added. 


All this became complicated for 


one reason or another! nr|d per- 
haps the subject of vitamin B be- 
came the most confused of all. 
This was because It became known 
that vitamin B was not a single 
substance, but was a complex or 
complicated mixture of several 
substances with differing actions. 
PARTS WERE NUMBERED 


Thus the various parts of vita- 


min B became numbered vitamin 
Bl, B2, all the way up to B14, and 
several of these were given special 
names, such as thiamine and ribo- 
flavin. 


It is hard enough for physicians 


to try to remember the various 
kinds of vitamins and their actions, 
and there seems little need for 
other people to do this. There are, 
however, many interesting things 
about vitamins, about what they 
do for the human body, and about 
the symptoms which their absence 
can 
produce. A few 
of 
these 


things, therefore, will be discussed 
in other columns on this subject.

Rekindles 
Speculation 


May Urge Dewey 
To Run for Office 
Or Take Position 


NEW, YORK— UP) —Presi. 


dent-elect 
Eisenhower -said 


Friday . night that Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey's greatest 
service to his country still lies 
ahead. 


Eisenhower's pat on the back for 


the New York governor, who was 
defeated for the presidency in 1944 
and 1948, came at,a public dinner 
at' which Dewey also was present. 


The President-elect, may have 


been talking in only general terms 
which possibly had no special sig- 
nificance. On the other hand, Ei- 
senhower's remark touched .off 
speculation that: 


1. He may be thinking of urging 


Dewey, who will be 51 in March, 
to bid again for the presidency 
some time in the future. 


2. He may be hoping that Dewey 


will accept an important post in 
the new administration when his 
term as governor expires at the 
end of 1954, or possibly sooner. 


Could Cause Trouble 


If Eisenhower had either point 


in mind, it could cause resentment 
among some Republicans who re- 
portedly already feel that Dewey 
is wielding too much influence in 
the new administration. 


The Manhattan dinner at which 


both Eisenhower and Dewey spoke 
was the kick-off of the American 
and New York Heart Associations' 
drive for 10 million dollars to fight 
heart disease. 


Dewey spoke first and^made a 


fervent appeal for funds* for\ the 
program. 
• • 


Eisenhower, t a 1 k rn g without 


notes, also praised the program. 
Then he turned to Dewey who was 
seated close by and declared: 


Alludes to Churchill 


"If you had spoken in 1948 like 


you spoke tonight, governor, you 
couldn't have been licked: And I 
don't think you were." 


Eisenhower next made an ob- 


vious illusion to Great Britain's 
78-year-old Prime Minister, Win- 
ston Churchill, with whom he con- 
ferred earlier this week. 


"I spoke to a man the other 


night who is 77 or 78 years old,— 
one of the world's leaders," said 
the President-elect. And I said to 
him: 'Isn't the time coming when 
you should retire more in the back- 
ground and come out with your 
heavy artillery more when you are 
needed in a crisis—but letting 
somebody else carry on the day- 
by-day battling?' /• 


"And he looked at me and.said: 


•Not at all. My opportunity for my 
greatest service to my country 
still lies ahead.'" 


Then Eisenhower t u r n e d to 


Dewey and said: 


"And that same thought in my 


mind certainly applies to,you, Gov. 
Dewey." 


Will Serve Terra 


Shortly after the Nov. 4 election, 


Eisenhower and Dewey conferred 
at Augusta, Ga. After the session, 
Eisenhower issued a statement 
saying that Dewey's insistence on 
serving out his term as governor 
precluded, at that time, his accept- 
ing a post in the new federal ad- 
ministration. 


The statement indicated that Ei- 


senhower was hopeful then' that 
Dewey later on would be available 
for a post. And the "general said 
Dewey had promised to accept 
emporary emergency assignments 
n the meantime, if the occasion 
should arise.
